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After the taking thereof, there fell out again 
ſome Emulation and Diſcontentment between

For 
the recovery whereof, he ſends over Edmund, 
Earl of Lancaſter, his Brother, Henry Lacy, Earl 
of Lincolne, the Earl of Richmond, and William. 


Lord Yeſcy ; with Eight and twenty Banners, 
Seven hundred Men at Arms, and a Navy of 


Jon hundred and ſixty Sail of Ships. Not- 
ichſtanding this exceflive Charge, and Forces 
to be imployed in thoſe Parts, at the ſame 


time, King Edward ſers upon King Baliol,

at his Court at Newcaſtle, but ſtood upon his 


own Defence) and enters into Scotland, wich 


Four thouſand Men at Arms, on Horſe-back, 


Three thouſand Foot, beſides.

Horſe, and a Thouſand Foot of the Biſhop 


of Dureſine, intending here to male ſhort work; 


that he might the ſooner come to the aid of 
his Confederates beyond the Seas, and be re- 
venged on the King of Frence. And firſt, with 
this his great haſte, (which che Scots lighted, 
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as appeared by their Rhimes, which they made

But after his return home, upon their 
taking the Oath of Fidelity, never after to 
bear Arms againſt him, he ſet them at liber - 
ty, without any other Ranſom, and granted 
them ſafe Conduct into their own Country.

upon the next occaſion that was offered, he 
was choſen by general Conſent of the Scettiſh- 
men, to be their Captain and Governour, to 


deliver their Country, from its Servitude un- 


der the Expliſh Nation; and to that end, by 
publick Authority, be received the Army, 


Which the Earl of Bucbquban had led before. 


By the Power whereof, and by Commiſſion

Duty of a valiant Captain: But he, with ſome 
few others for that time eſcaped, as being re- 
ſerved to make more Work hereafter, and 
once again to. revive the Spirits of the Scottiſh 


Nation. This famous Battle was fought on St. 


} Magdalens Day, in the Seven and twen- 
tieth Year of the Reign of King Edward, in 
which were flain Two hundred Knights, and 
Forty thouſand Scots ;- amongſt which, the moſt 
"Eminent, and of greateſt Quality, were Mack- 
duffe, Earl of Fife, John Steward, and Sit Joln 
Graham, whoſe death was much lamented by 
Wallace, as a Man for his great Experience in 
watlike Knowledge dear unto him. After this 
Victory, King Edward went further into the 
Country, as into Fife and Menteitb, which he 
'burnt and waſted, and fo went with his Hoſt 
to Bothvile, Glaſcow, Ayre, Lanarke, Lochmaban, 
and Anand; all which he won, and took into 
Eis poſſeſſion. And now again that Kingdom 
ſeemed as if it were quite overcome; and 
therefore King Edward proceeds in ſuch Cour: 
ſes as moſt commonly follow an abfolute Con- 
_ queſt : for firft, he beſtows moſt of the Eſtates 
and Honours of ſuch Earls and Barons of Scat- 
land as ſtood ont againſt him, upon the Eng- 
liſh Nobilicy, thereby to make them the more 
Careful to keep and hold, what he and they 
had gotten. And then calls a Parliament at St. 
Andres, where all the great Men of that King- 
dom (except Wallace, and ſome few. others) a- 
gain ſwear Fealty unto him. But not content 
herewith, he goes on, and (which the Scottiſ. 
Writers impute unto Him as a piece of Tyranny ) 
carries away captive all ſuch as had any likelihood 
or ſhew of Power ever hereafter to ſtir againſt 
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Laus; conforms their Church- Government to 
that of England ; diſpoils them of their Inſtruments 
of State, demoliſhes their antique Monuments, 
burns the Chronicles of the Kingdom, ſends all 


their other Hiſtories and Books, and their moſt 


learned Men into England; and alſo took from 
Scone the Marble - Chair, wherein (as the Vul- 
gar were ſuperſtitiouſly perſwaded ) the Fate of 
the Kingdom conſiſted, and ſent it unto London, 
ſo that he not only bereav'd them of their Strength, 


but alſo of all thoſe other means, that might put 


them in mind of their former Fortune, or breed 
them in à courſe of Vertue and Worthineſs, or 


any way encourage them to reſume their wonted 


Spirits, for the recovery of their Liberty, intend- 


ing hereby to eſtabliſn to himſelf a per petual So- 


vereignty over that Kingdom. All which things 
being done, King Edward well pleaſed with this 


his late Victory, returned into England. Wallace 


on the other ſide being much troubled at the un- 
faithful Carriage of ſuch as he had thought his 
Friends, he came to Perth, and there complained 
of the injurious dealing and envy of the Nobility 
againſt him, and for that time renounced and 
diſcharged himſelf of the Authority which had 
been committed unto him. King Edward in that 


little time of breathing at home, was perſwaded 


by the mediation of Pope Boniface, to conclude 4 
Peace wich Philip the Fourth, King of France, 
Whoſe Siſter Margaret he takes to Wife in the 
Sixtieth and ſecond Year of his Age, and alſo 
affiances his Son to the ſame King's Daughter.

who being great with Child, and diſguiſ- 
ed in mean Apparel, eſcaped their Hands, 
and fled into Ireland, where ſhe was delivered of a 
Son, called alſo Alexander, who in the following 
times, when Scotland was recovered” out of the 
Hands of the Engliſh-men, was by the goodneſs of 
Robert Bruce, then King of Scatland, recompenced 
with certain Lands in Marre, for the loſs of the 
_ Caſtle of Urqubard, and the Lands thereunto be- 
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longing. > This ſecond Alexander, for that he flew E 


a Bear in thoſe Parts, by his great Strength and 
Dexterity, had his Name from thenceforth chang- 


ine the Name of Forbes, from whom the pre- 


ent Family of that ſarname, had their beginning, 
as deſcended from him. After the ſurrendring 
and winning of the Caſtles before-mentioned, the 
Scots were not able to make any Head or Reſiſt. 
ance, but kept themſelves in the Mountains, and 
Faſtneſſes of the Country, fo that the  Englsſh-Ar- 
my ſuffered much Affliction in the purſuit of them, 
y wanting Suſtenance both for themſelves and 


Horſes, by reaſon ofthe barrenneſs of thoſe Parts, 


whereby many of their Horſes were ſtarved. 


K. Edward therefore, after that he had paſſed almoſt. 


to the fartheſt Bounds of Scotland, in favour of his 


wearjed Army, intends his return homeward. But 


fore his departure out of Scotland, he aſſembled 
all the Lords of the Realm at Scone, where he 


cauſed them to take a new Oath 3 That from 
henceforth they ſhould take him for their Sove- 
reign Lord, and obey him in all things as loyal 
Subjects: which Oath none of the Nobility refuſed, 


but only Wallace, who would neither by fair Pro- 
miſes of Honour, and Hopes of Preferment, nor 
any Threatnings, be perſwaded to ſwear Fealty 


to King Edward, or to have any thing to do, or 
make any Agreement withthe E-g/zſh-men. Which 


being done, King Edward having made' Alimer de 
Valence, Earl of Pembroke, his Lieutenant over the 
Realm of Scotland, and ſet all things in good Or- 


der, ( as he ſuppoſed ) he returned into England. 


The Scots being now reduced to great Miſery and 
Diſtreſs, by reaſon of their often and late Wars; 
and having loſt the help of their beſt Friends, by 


the late Aliance and Peace madeberween England

- rived at their own homes, King Edward with his 


great Army, conſiſting (as ſome write) of a 
Hundred thouſand (but not furniſhed with 
proportionable Proviſion ) entred into Scotland, 


and went forward as far as Edenbrowgh ; but the 


Scots always kept themſelves out of his way, and 
hid themſelves in Woods and Mountains, and ſo 


fled from Place to Place, that he could never find 


them in the plain Field, and alſo, they had re- 
moved and conveyed away all things that might 
miniſter any Relief or Succour to his Army, ſo 
that his great Hoſt was confounded without any 
Blows. King Edward therefore finding his Pro- 
viſion to fail, and that his Men were tyred and 
wearyed out, and that many of them dyed 
for want of Food, he was forced to return into 
England with ſome diſhofour, having in this his 
Expedition effected nothing at all, but only the 
ſpoiling and burning of the Abbies of Melroſe and 
Driburgb, and ſome other Religious Houſes, which 


in their return they did in revenge, and for an- 
ger that they could do nothing elſe. Preſently after 


King Edward's return into England, Thomas Ran- 
dolph Earl of Murray and the Lord Douglas, with 


a mighty Hoſt, followed him as it were at the 


Heels, together with ſuch of the Engliſh as had 


been formerly driven out of England, and entred 
into Northumberland, robbed and ſpoiled the

For this his 
Offence, which was much aggravated by the 
two Spencers, who envied his great Preſerment, 
he was apprehended and condemned by Sir As- 
thony Lucy, to be degraded of all his Honours and 
Dignities, and to be hanged, drawn and quar- 
tered as a Traitor. This ludden downfal of his 
from his great Honours, which were fo lately be- 
ſtowed upon him, may ſhew the ſlippery and

low or high Eſtate, and'T wiſh that this Example, 
amongſt many others, may be freſh in the Me- 
mory of many, who being in place of great Au- 
thority, take no great care whether they do 
Tight or wrong. But to return to the matter, 
King Edward's bad Succeſs, both in this laſt and 
all his former Wars with the Scots, took off his 
edge from any further Enterpriſe againſt them, 
and made him inclinable to hearken to a Truce, 
if it might be concluded upon reaſonable.

ſo became a great hinderance to the intended Ex- 
pedition againſt the Scots. The occaſion of this 


Quarrel was found to be in the Exgliſp, which 
by the Command of the King it was 
with ſome difficulty appeaſed, yet it was an omi- 
nous Preſage of the bad Succeſs of that Journy, 
and becauſe that in the Minds of ſome of the 


Parties Offended (though in ſhew Reconciled) 


there remained ſtill ſome ſecret Grudge, it fell out 
that the hopeful Endeavours of the King of Exg- 
land, came at that time to little or nothing. Who 
about a Month after, hearing that the Scots were 
already entred into Ezgland, with all his Barons, 
and the Lord Fobn Beamont and his Company, 
with all the reſt of his great Army well appoin- 
ted, departed from York, and the firſt Night lod- 
ged ſix Miles from thence, where they ſtayed the 


next Day and Night, and then went to the City 


of Darbam. By this time, as is afore declared, 
notwithſtanding all Proviſion that was made to 
defend the Country, and to impeach the Paſſage 
of the Scots, yet they with their Army, which 
cConſiſted of Four thouſand Men at Arms, Knights 
and Squires, mounted on good- Horſes, and 2

being St. Aer gerers Eve, in Ane 1333, at a place An. 1333 WO 
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and the Pile of Loudoun, in the keeping of one 
Jobn Tomſom. Theſe Captains would by no 
means renounce their Allegeance formerly pro- 
miſed to King David, nor yield themſelves or 
their Fortreſſes, which were committed to their 
keeping, to Edward Balliol, but reſolved to de- 
fend them to their utmoſt Power, in the behalf 
of their Sovereign Lord and Maſter. About the 
time that theſe things fell out in Scotland, Philiy 
King of France folicited the Pope, that he would 
by the Power of his Apoſtolick Authority, cauſe 
the Engliſi- men to ſurceaſe from any further 
Vexation of the Scots, by their Invaſions made into 


their Country. Whereupon the Pope ſent his 


Ambaſſadors into England, to treat about his 
Matter. But they were fo little regarded, they - 
never delivered their Meſſage, but returned with- 
out doing any thing in the Matter for which they 
were ſent. Shortly after the delivery up of Bar. 
wick, and the placing od the Garriſons before- 
mentioned, Edward Ballidlocalleth a Parliament 
at Perth or St, Jobns. Town, where he was con- 
firmed King of Scotland, and divers of the No- 
bilicy of that Kingdom by Oath promiſed their 
Allegeance to him, and never to move or ſtir in 
any Rebellion againſt him, in the Preſence of 
many Engliſh Lords, who were there alſo, by 
reaſon of ſome Lands which they held in Scot- 
land. From thence, not long after, he went to 
Ranfrew, where he received many more People 
into his Obeyſance, by whoſe daily Confluence 
unto him, his Strength was much encreaſed, and 
he, to win the Good wills of many that came 
unto him, Rewarded them Bountifully with 
Lands and Goods. The King of England alſo 
about the Feaſt of St. oba Baptiſt, in the Seaventh 
ET.” = 1 Ie ar 
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Vear of his Reign, holds a Parliament at Newcafle 8 
opon Due. In the time whereof, Edward Balliol, 
ll crowned King of Scots the Year before at Scone, 5 
cometh thicher, and in the preſence of many great 
Lords and Commons of both the Realms, doth 
Homage to the King of England, as to his ſuperior 
Lord, and takes his Oath of Fealty, binding him- 
elf, and his Heirs, to hold that Kingdom of him, 
and his Succeſſors for ever; and alſo granted unto 
him the Inheritance of five Counties next adjoining 
to the Borders. The Nobility of Scotland were 
much diſconrented at this his Act of Alienation, 
and baſe Subjection (as they took it) of their 
. Country. And ſome of them that, both by their 
Counſel and Help, had deſerved well at his Hands, 
perceiving themſelves to be ſomewhat ſlighted by 
him, and to be but little ſer by, after he had at- 
tained his Deſire, began to revolt from him, and 
to wiſh well to the Party of King David. And 
not long after, raiſing a great Power of the Com- 
mons of Scotland, they intended to make War up- 
on him. Baliol being advertiſed hereof, met with 
them in Annandale, where they encountred toge= 
| ther; and after a cruel Fight, Baliols Men were | 
ſome of them ſlain, the reſt diſcomfited, and he, 
| with much ado, ſaving himſelf by flight, for his : 
own ſafety retired to the City of Carliſie; from 
whence he ſent to the King of England, complain- 
ing of the Falſhood and Treachery of his People, 
in whom he truſted, and again intreated his Aid 
againſt his Enemies. King Edward being compaſ- 
ſionate of his Diſtreſs, promiſed him help and ſuc- 
cour 3 and wifhed him to keep himſelf ſtill in Car- 
life, until he had gathered a convenient Power for 
his Aid. And the King of England, in the mean 
time, vix. in the ſeventh Year of his Reign, * 
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eth a Parliament at Landon, to conſult about this 
War, and Proviſion for the ſame; where was 
. granted unto him a Tenth from the Clergy, a Fif. 
 teenth from the Temporality, and a Twelfth from 
the Cities and Boroughs; which raiſed Mony ſuf. 
ficient to furniſh him for the intended Expedition. 
All things being duly. prepared, the Year follow- 
ing he enters into Scotland with a great Power; and 
pars thorough Louthian, maketh great Spoil and 
laughter therein, and ſo came to ay ee 
with great Joy, he met with King Edward Bali, 
who had alfo made like Devaſtation and Slaugh- 
ter in Anandale, Kile, Cunningham, Carricke, and 
Glaſcow ; and ſo they both with their Armies re- 
turned home, making great Spoil in all the Coun- 
try as they paſſed. The King of England again,

Slaughter of the Exgl;ſh-men, and other his Ad- 
verſaries. In this Battel was flain Henry Mowntfart, 
(bo late before had been ſent by King Edward, 
for the aid of Edward Balliol.) and many others, 
whereof the greater part were Gentlemen. After 

this Victory, he paſſed thorough Fife, and Ange, 

and overthrew the Caſtle of Lucres, and all the o- 

ther Caſtles of Fife, the Caſtle of Conper only ex- 

cepted. The King of England hearing of the o- 

; verthrow of ſo many of bis Friends and Soldiers, 
|  _ andofthe proſperous Succels of his Adverſaries, 
| ſent two valiam Captains, with two Armies into 
| Scotland, to the aid of Edward Balliol, William Tal. 
60%, a Man of apptoved Valour, having the lead 
ing of one of theſe Armies, was encountred by Mil-

the Earl of Arundel, went into Scotland with a great

But ic was ſo valiantly 
detended ( as ſome write) by the Direction and 
Encouragement of the Counteſs of March, com- 
monly called Black Agnes of Dunbarre, that at 
length they were willing to raiſe their Siege, and 
- depart without ſpeeding of their purpoſe. By rea- 
ſon of the continuance of che betore-pailed Wars, 
much Land in Scotland was left untilled, which 
uas the cauſe of an unuſual Dearth, and of an en- 
ſuing great Mortality, for want of Food. The 
Engliſh that at that time kept the Caſtle of Couper, 
had their part in this great Miſery, and for want 
ol Victuals, were forced to leave the Caſtle void, 
| and ro go their ways. But the Town of Edenbor- 
ogh, and moſt of all che Caſtles and Fortreſſes in 
_ Lowthian, were ſtill kept by che Engliſh, until by 
the Plotting and Direction of Robert Pendergeſt, 
( who loving not the Engliſh Nation, had privily 
ſtollen from Edeborouzh, to ſave his own Lite, 
which was in danger, for the killing of the Mat- 
ſhal of the Town ) Milliam Dazglas came ſecreti 
one Night to Edenborovgh, and flew Four 
hundred Exgliſh-men,taking them at an advantage;

to the great loſs and diſadvantage of that Com- 
mon - wealth, after whoſe death, Robert Steward 
tocxk all the Charge upon himſelf, for the Govern- 
ment of the Realm, until ſuch time as King Da- 


vid returned out of France, and took the Rule of 
all things into his own Hands. About this time, 


by the Valour of William Douglas, and ſome other 
| Scottiſh Captains, all Tividale, and ſome other Pla- 
ces were recovered out of the Engiiſh-mens Hands, 


in recompence of which Service, the ſaid William 


. Dowglas, and his Poſterity afterward, held that 


Country as his rightful Inheritance. The King of 


England was now ſo far engaged in his French Af. 


fairs, that although he was moved with high Dif- 
pleaſure for theſe Loſſes in Scotland, yet at this 


time he could not go in Perſon to remedy rhe 


ſame, but ſent, a right valiant Knight, named 
Sir Thomas Barclay, with a great Power of Men 
into Scotland. Againſt him and his Army came 


Robert Stuard, the Governor, and William Dowgla, 


and gave them Battel, at a Place called Blackbourne, 


where the Scots were all diſcomfited, and fo beat- 


en down,” that few of them eſcaped, but were ei- 
ther ſlain or taken. But the two Captains ſaved 


themſelves by flight. Some Writers make men-

In the Year following Robert Steward the Go- 


rernour, raiſed a mighty Army, .and came with 
the ſame unto the Town of Perth, and planted 
aſtrong Siege round about it. He divided his 


Hoſt into four parts, and lodged them, with their 


Commanders, in four | ſeveral Places about the 


Town. The firſt part thereof conſiſting for 


moſt part of Weſtern Scots he Governed himſelf, 


the ſecond he committed to Patrick of Dunborre, 
Earl of March, the third to William Earl of Roſſe, 


and the fourth to Maurice Moubray Lord of Cluid(- 
dale. Theſe Beleagured the Town for the ſpace 
of ten Weeks, and though they often. fiercely 


Aſſaulted it, yet it was ſo ſtoutly defended by the 
Engliſh, and others that were within ic, that the

Scots for a long time loſt more than they won. 
Yet at length, even when they were out of all 
hope to get the Town, and were ready to de- 
art, William Douglas (who had been formerly 


ent by Robert Stewart the Governour unto King 


David, for Negotiating in ſome Affairs touching 


the Eſtate of the Realm) returned out of Fance, 
and brought with him five Ships well fraugnt 
with Men and Ammunition, by the ſtrength 
whereof, and the help of certain Scots, who had 
forſaken the Service of the King of England, they 
multiplied their Aſſaults in fuch fort, that ſhortly | 
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Hands, by Tbowas Utbred the Captair thereof, 


in the latter end of the third Month after it was 


firſt Beſieged. Perth being thus rendred up, the 
Governour went with his Army to Striveling, 
and Beſieged the Caſtle thereof, which was ren- 
dred unto him the eight Day after his coming 
thither, on theſe Conditions, that the Captain 


thereof, with his Wife and Children, might ſafe. 
ly paſs into England, without any hindrance 


or empeachment. The Caſtle of Edenborongb 


alſo not long after was won by a Stratagem, and 

in this manner. William Douglas being acquaint- 
ed with one Towers, a fir Inſtrument for that 
purpoſe, cauſed him to provide a Ship, and to 
arrive with the fame in the Firtb, pretending him- 


ſelf to be a Merchant, and to offer to fell Wines 


8 to the Garriſon of Edenborougb Caſtle. He ac- 


cording to Inſtructions given him, prepares all 
things in a readineſs, came into the Firth with his 
Ship, and brought two Veſſels of Wine with him 


to Edenberough, which he offred to fell. to the 


Steward of the Captain of the Caſtle, who a- 
greed with him upon a Price, and bought them 
of him, and appointed that he ſhould bring them 


up to the Caſtle early the next Morning. Towers 


hired a Cart over Night, and came with the two 
Veſſels of Wine therein, up to the Caſtle Gate, 
by the break of Day the next Morning, and ha- 


ving the Gates opened to receive the ſame, he

the Cart fell down and ſo ſtopped the Gates, that

were aſſembled and ready to give him Battel, laid 
an Ambuſn for them, and drawing them within 
danger thereof, made ſuch a fierce onſet upon 
them, that he put them out of Order, purſued 
them eagerly, and flew a great number of them 
At his Pleaſure. Sir Alexander Ramſey, perceiving 
that the Captain of Rockſbourgh was taken, and 
that a great part of the Garriſon thereof were 
either Slain or taken Priſoners in this laſt Con- 
flict, came preſently to the Caſtle, and furiouſly 
Aſſualted the ſame, and in a ſhore time took it. 
King Da vid therefore in recompence of his great 
Valour ſhewed in this Service, gave unto him the 
Keeping of this Caſtle, and the Sheriſſwick of 
Dyvidale, that was formerly in the Poſſeſſion of 
William Douglas, which bread much diſpleaſure 
and heart-burning between him and Sir Alexander 
Ramſey ; of which, and the evil Conſequences 
thereof, as being not very material to the intent 
of this Collection.

doubt. The Earl of March perceiving this Deal- 


ing, and being ſenſible of the Diſgrace, in having 


his Daughter thus repudiated, came to the King, 


and deſired to know his Pleaſure, whether he in. 
tended to perform the Agreements concerning the 
Marriage between the Prince his Son, and his 
Daughter, or not; and complained of the Injury 
already done unto him in the breach thereof, and 
demanded reſtitution of his Mony; but receiving 
neither Aſſurance of his Mony, nor any good An- 


ſwer, he departed in a great Rage, vowing to be 


revenged for that Scorn and Injury, before it were 
long. And therefore, ſhortly after, with his Wife 
and Family, and ſuch of his Friends as he could 

procure, he fled into England, to the Earl of Nor. 
 thumberland, with a full Reſolution to do all the 
_ Miſchief and Diſpleaſure he could invent and 
bring to paſs againſt hisKing and nativeCountry; 
and accordingly, with the help of the Borderers, 
he preſently burned, and ſlew divers Perſons with- 
in the Realm of Scotland, King Robert being ad- 
vertifed hereof, firſt deprived him of all his Dig- 
nities and Poffeſſions, and then cauſed his Goods 


to be confiſcate; yet fearing leſt by his Procure - 
ment, there might ſtill more Trouble ariſe tohim

Safety, determining to ſubdue and deſtroy allthe

to Tivydale; waſting and deſtroying the whole 
Country as he paſſed; and then cams to the- Ca- 
ſtle of Cokclains, and laid Siege to the fame. The 
Captain thereof was Sir John Greenelowe, who 
for a while defended it ſo Manfully, that the Be- 
ſiegers got no great Advantage, yet at length, 
perceiving that he was not able long to defend it, 


if the Caſtle were not Succoured within three 
tween them he acquainted the Governour who 


for the Relief of the Caſtle within the time ap- 
pointed. The moſt of them counſelled him ra- 
ther freely to yeild the Caſtle, than after their 
late great Loſſes to hazard the Lives of the Re- 
mnant of the Flouriſhing Nobility of the Realm, 
and of ſo many others as were neceſſary for the 
faving thereof. The Governour much condemn- 
ed their Opinions, as proceeding from too much 

Pol e 1 Diiffidence 
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Dindence and Fear, and Swore that if none of 
them would follow him, he himſelf would do 
his beſt endeavour to reſcue the Caſtle in the time, 
and that he would rather venter his own Life in 
that Enterpriſe, than looſe a Place of ſuch Im- 
portance. But his Oath was neither kept nor 
broken, for he never ſet Foot forward, during 
the firſt two Months of the three, for the raiſing 
of the Siege, or relieving the Caſtle, In which 
time ſuch Troubles aroſe in Exgland and Wales, 
by reaſon of the Rebellion of Owen Glendour and 
his Confederates, that the Exgliſh- men were ſent 
for, to go with the King of England into Wales; 
who ſor that Cauſe preſently raiſed their Siege 
and departed, ſo that there needed no Power to 
be raiſed and brought by the Governour for the 
defence. of the ſaid Caſtle, The Scorriſh Noble 
Men that were taken Priſoners, were ſtill left in 
the Cuſtody of the Earl of Northumberland, and 
the Lord Percy his Son, bur with Command trom 
the King, that they ſhould be kept to his uſe, and 
not be delivered without his Conſent. After 
this, in the Third Year of the Reign of King 
Henry, the more ſtill to take him off from any 
further Attempts againſt Scotland, new Troubles 
in Exgland encreaſed, by reaſon of a Conſpiracy 
which broke out, and was practiſed by certain of 
the Nobility, which Allied and Confederate to- 
gether, againſt the Government and Life of King 


Atiobeſt theſe Henry Earl of Northumberland, 
Thomas Earl of Worceſter, his Brother, and the 
Lord Henry Percy, his Son, were the Chief. Theſe 
Noble Men were much incenſed againſt che King 
lor the breach of his Oath, which he made to 
them and others, before he obtained the King- 
Z N dom, 
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his Advancement; but on the contrary, thought 
themſelves much wronged in his demand of the 
Sͤcottiſh Priſoners which they had taken at the Bat- 
tels ot Nesbit and Hamildon. For theſe Reaſons, or 
{cme of them, it was their purpoſe and uttermoſt 
endeavour to depoſe him from his Regality, and 
to fet in his Throne their Couzen, Friend and 
Confederate Edmund Earl of March. And there- 
fore trom henceforth they began to pick Quarrel 
againſt him, eſpecially for not Ranſoming their 
— Kinſman the aforeſaid Earl of March, whom 
Owen Glendour at that time, and (as they alledg- 
ed ) for bis Quarrel and Cauſe kept in hard Pri- 
Jon. And although the King had divers and 
ſundry times required them, to deliver into his 
Hands the Scottiſh Lords and other Priſoners, that 
were taken at the Conflicts of Nesbit and Hamil. 
don aforeſaid, yet they affirming them to be their 
own proper Prifoners and peculiar Booty, and 
no way to belong unto the King, utterly refuſed 
to pat with any of them unto him, but only the 
Earl of Fife, Son to the Duke of Albany, Gover- 
nour of Scotland, whom the Earl of Northamber- 
land had already delivered into the King's Poflel 
ſion. Beſides, by the advice of Richard Scroopt, 
_ Archbiſhop of York, they conceived 8 
ticles againſt the King and his Government, and 
amongſt the reſt, that he had Fraudulently, and

Son, and the e of the reſt of his Friends,

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and Execution of his Brother the Earl of ir 
ceſter, of his own Accord and Freewill he came 
to the King, excuſing himſelf, as one no way 
privy or acquainted with the Conſpiracy ; and 
that the King neither accuſed him, nor held him 
excuſed, but for divers Cauſes diſſembled the 
matter, and giving him fair Words ſuffered him 
to depart home into his own Country, where he 
a while continued in Peace. In other Hiſtories 
we find, that upon notice of the Overthrow at 
Shrewsberry, he with his Grandchild, the Son of 
the Lord Percy, and ſome other of his Friend 
and Kinſmen, preſently fled into Scotland, where 
he was kindly received by Henry Wardlow, Bi- 
ſhop of Sr. Andrew's, and lodged with him at his 
Eafe, and with his Safety, in his Caſtle there. 
However theſe differing Relations may be uncer- 
tain,yer this is undoubtedly true, that his ground. 
ed Malice againſt King Henry was ſuch, as after. 
wards begat new Troubles to the Kingdom of 
England, and at laft to himſelf an unfortunate 
and ignominious End, as hereaſter in due place 
ſhall be declared. . 
= From the time of this Battel at Shrewshberry 
: An. Dom. until the Sixth Year of the Reign of King Hem), 
| 1405. we read of nothing done between the Engliſh and 
Scots. But King Henry being at that time inform. 
ed that the Scots had an intention to Aid the 
Earl of Northumberland, the Archbiſhop of 7ork, 
Thomas Mowbray the Earl Marſhal (Son to The 
ma Duke of Norfolk, baniſhed by King Rich's 
the Second ) and divers other Lords that were 
his Enemies, in a new Conſpiracy againſt him, 
he to prevent the time of their intended mett- 
ing, which was appointed on York Foulds, preps 
red ſuch Power as he could ſo ſuddenly gather 
— „ togethel 
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ogether, with which he marched to the NVort v 


in his Journy, that he 
was come thither with all his Hoſt and Power, be- 
fore the Confederates had any Inkling thereof, 
and before they were aware apprehended the

Archbiſhop, the Earl Marſhal, and divers other 
Lords, and other Perſons of the ſaid Faction an 


Conſpiracy, whom he afterwards cauſed at York, 


on. And fo this Plot was utterly overthrown, 


and all things were again ſettled in quiet and 
good order. The Earl of Northumber/and hear- 
ing that all was revealed, and that his Friends and 
Confederates were Executed and put to ſhame- 
ful Deaths, retired again into Scorland, and ap- 
plied himſelf to his old Friend George of Dunbarre 
Earl of March, who the Year before was revok- 


ed ont of England, received again into Favour, | 
ind reſtored to his former Dignities, and the 
poet part of his Poſſeſſions. With him he 
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ſtayed until the next Summer, and then Sailed 


into France, and after into Flanders, deſiring Aid 


and Aſſiſtance againſt the King of England; but 


when he ſaw little hope of Comfort, and that 


very few hearkned to his Requeſt, being much 


diſmaied, he accompanied with the Lord Bar- 


dhfe, returned again to his Friends in Scotland, 
and there made his Abode the whole Year. In 
which time King Henry, without any difficulty, 
took into his Poſſeſſion the Town of Barwick,

ſtay peaceably at home. The Prince therefore 
with his Company and Forces entred into Seqt- 
nd. o Reſiſtance , burnt 

Towns and Villages, and ſo ſpoiled the Country 
every where as he paſſed, that the King of Seer, 


withſtanding that he had gathered together a great 
Hoſt under the Conduct of the Earl of Doxg/y, 


Duke of Albany the Governour, to reſiſt the 
Prince and his Invalians, yet they ſent Am- 
baſſadors to him to treat of Peace, and fame 
final Concord, which Motion he utterly refuſed ; 
but at their humble Requeſt and Petition, he 
granted to them a Truce for certain Months, of 
which they were well appayed. And ſo Hewy 
the Prince and his Company, laden with Pray 
and Spoil, returned with 58 Joy to his Father. 
And whilſt he thus infeſted the Realm of Saxr- 
land by Land, Sir Robert Umfrevike, Vice-Admi- 
ral of England, vexed the Sea Coaſts of the 
Countries of Fife and Lowthian. For he lying 
on the Scottiſh Sea by the ſpace of Fourteen 
Days together,landed every day on one place or 
another, and took Bogties, Spoils, and Prifoners, 
notwithſtanding all the great Powers of the Duke 
of Albany the Governour, and the Earl of Doug- 
las. And alſo tooke and burned the Town of

I cannot altogether omit the fad Story of Da.

Kingdoms of England and Scotland in her Poſterity, 
under whoſe Government they are now moſt 
happily con-joined, whereby there followed Peace 
between them, and a ceſſation of that Hoſtility, 
Rapine, and Slaughter, which formerly had been 
ſo often exerciſed, and committed in the con- 
üguous and adjacent Parts of thoſe Kingdoms, 
and ſometimes alſo in Places more remote from 
the ſeveral Borders thereof ß. 
King Edward himſelf could not foreſee this
